| The Rosetta Stone is in the British Museum in London. It was found on 
July 19, 1799, a French soldier discovered a stone with ancient writing 
near the town of Rosetta (Rashid) in the Nile Delta. The Rosetta Stone 
is one of the most important objects in the British Museum as it holds 
the key to understanding Egyptian hieroglyphs. After many years of 
studying the Rosetta Stone and other examples of ancient Egyptian 
writing, Jean-François Champollion could read hieroglyphs in 1822. 
The British soldiers took the stone to the British Museum in 1801. Egypt 
tries hard to take it back.
